Miraculous Escape of Miss Mary 
Anderson. n 


Lotta’s Attorney Talks About the Zapf 
Claim.

Accident to Mary Anderson. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
- WHEELING, W. Va., Deeember 16.—Miss 
Mary Anderson had a hair-breadth escape 
with her life yesterday evening on the Black 
River Bridge, which has been the sensation of 


the day at this point. 

Miss Anderson, her step-father, Dr. Grif- 
fin, and Mrs. Griffin gocinto a carriage and 
were crossing the bridge in transit 
from train to train. The 
team in the carriage was one that 
had run away on several previous occasions, 
and just as the vehicle entered the bridge a 
newspaper blew out of a gentleman’s hand, 
who was standing on the footpath, and flew 
right in the faces of the horses. 

They sprang forward at once in a mad gal- 
lop, swaying from one side of the bridge to 
the other. wrecking one wheel about the mid- 
die of the bridge. The parties within the 
hack made every effort to open the 
doors. which had been jammed shut 
by the strain of the broken vehicle,

but it was totally unavailing. Just as the wreck- | 


ed carriage was going off of the high part of 
the bridge the door broke out and Miss Aa- 
derson leaped out. She lighted just on one of 
the bunkers of the bridge with nothing be- 
tween her and a sheer fall on the rocks below. 
She swayed backwards and forwards trying 
to recover her balance, and just 
As she was about falling 
Mr. Henry Shallcross, of the Transfer Com- 
pany, with admirable presence of mind 
CAUGHT HER ABOUT THE WAIST 
and drew her back out of danger, almost fall- 
ling himself in the effort. The bunker upon 
which she dropped is only a few inches in 
length and breadth, and her 
cape from death is miraculous, 
had she jumped half a 
sooner or later, sne would have missed this 
unexpected support and fallen yf thirty 
feet upon the rough macadam of the levee 
below. As soon as she was drawn back upon 
the bridge Miss Anderson fainted. and a med- 
ieal gentleman who was present discovered 
that one of her ankles was sprained and her 
left arm badly bruised, beyond which she was 
not hurt at all. 

The carriage kept on until it was thoroughly 
wrecked against a roadside tree, and Dr. 
Griffin and his wife, beyond a few unimpor- 
tant bruises, were not injured at all. 

The whole party are now here in Wheeling, 
where Miss Anderson will probably remain 
for a day or two, as she is still feeling wretch- 
edly nervous after her miraculous escape. 


Lotta’s Lawyer.

PHILADELPHIA, December 17.—Mr. Heve- 
rin, Lotta’s attorney, was met this morning 
and asked the true inwardness of the Zapf 


claim. Ie said: 

„This is the most stalwart of extreme ab- 
surdities, and I don’t think it deserves con- 
tradiction. Any idiot who thinks he could 
make the public believe that 
he was married to Lotta in 
Cincinnati, and that the fact could be kept'se- 
cret, is qualified forthe lunatic asylum. In 
fact, Ithink Lotta was in Europe in July, 
1872, when this audacious tramp dates his 
infamous attempt at blackmail, and she 
could not possibly have married him unless 
she is an animated alibi. Mr. Zapf is but one 
of a set of fools who seek notoriety by :ssoci- 
ating themselves with public characters, or by 
threatening ladies of modest and retiring hab- 
its with unpleasant notoriety. They have 
already defrauded Lotta of $100,000 by means 
of worthless mining stocks. Last August they 
stole her play manuscripts and made copies 
of them, and she was obliged to pay heavily 
for the orizinals and transcripts. Still, in 1872. 
at the time she is suid to have married for $10,- 
000, she was worth $500,000. She is not one of 
the marrying kind. She has declined scores 
of elivible offers of marriage. She is not,

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A BLOODY 
Five Persons Blown Into Eternity by 
the Bursting of a Boiler. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA CITY, INb., December 17.—Yea- 
terday afternoon a boiler in the sawmill own- 
ed by Louis Turnbull, at Collins, on the Eel 
River Road, exploded and instantly killed five 


persons—Louis Turnbull, his two sons, Rob- 
ert and Wesley, aged twenty-three and 
eighteen respectively, Lorenzo Turnbull and 
his neighbor, a young man named Elsy Gienn. 
The last were the only two who 
could be recognized. The other three 
were only known by the fragments 
of clothing clinging to the atoms of 
flesh. The body of young Glenn was found 
fully 100 yards from the disaster. Pieces of 
the mili and boiler were thrown some forty 
rods away. The explosion is supposed to 
have been caused by some of the men, who, 
when returning from dinner, finding the water 
inthe boiler low, attempted to supply the 
deficiency with cold water, causing the boiler 
to burst, although not one of them remains to 
substantiate this belief. It is understood 
that Mr. Turnbull employed no regular fire- 
man, but tet any of the men attend to the fur- 
nace os convenient. An inquest will be held 
to-day.

“WALT WHITMAN. 


What the Poet Does and How He Lives 
in St. Louis—Loafing and Inviting His 
Soul. ‘ | 
Walt Whitman, the poet, has become for 

the time being a denizen of the city of St. 

Louis. Readers of the Post-DISPATCH will 

remember an interview that was had with 

him, some months ago, on his first settlement 


here, and stnce that time his kind and vener- | 


able face, with its snow-drift of flossy beard 
and hair, has become a familiar feature of the 
West End. 


He is the guest of his brother, Mr. Whit- | 


man, of the Water-works, and has been in 
poor health since his arrival in St. Louis—at 
times suffering very much, and again being 
almos: well. 

Since he has come here Mr. Whitman has 
learned to love the city—he has explored 
every part of it in long, solitary walks—ram- 
bling along the dusty thoroughfares, and 
keenly watching the tide of life and 
commerce ebbing and flowing up and 
down,and again he seeks the solitary deserted 
back streets. whence life has fled, and ram- 
bles musing onward ministering to his poetie 
soul. 

‘sLoafe’’ is a word which Walt Whitman 
has appropriated into the English language, 
as one of the features, rather, of the growing 
American language, and he uses it to describe 


his idle sauntering through the throbbing | 


heart of the city. 

His favorite resort is out upon the bridge, 
where he can see the immense volume of water 
rushing by beneath him and feel one of the 
grandest achievements of modern, and,what is 
more to bim than modern, American, ma- 
chinery beneath him. 

A PostT-DISPATCH reporter has often seen 
him in bis favorite stand upon the bridge look- 
ing steadily to the aorth, to 
where the river unfolds itself about the 
Horse Shoe Bend. The keen breezes blowing 
his hair, the old man looks like the Geuius of 
the bridge. 

He is most approachable to any one who 
wishes to talk with him, and many of the 
passers-by on the bridge stop to exchange a 
greeting with the fine looking old gentlemen 
whem they do not know but whom they all 
like. He is especially fond of children, and 
they come to him naturally, delighting in the 
stories be tells them, and feeling that he is 
somebody they want to know. 

His love for children finds expression also 
tn his constant visits to the kindergartens in 
the different schools about his house, where 
he is always received withopen arms by the 
children. On his entry the exercises are 
usually suspended, while a crowd of little ones 
clamber upon his knees and surround him 
tumultuously, demanding unconditional! sur- 
rendey and a story. ‘ 

He tells his tale to some particular Bright 
Eyes in the group, and his romances are 
always immense successes. The favorite tale, 
which they always demand first, is The Two 
Cats Taking a Walk,” and their adventures 
furnish a never-ending fund of fun tothe 
wee audience of the poet. He isa great im- 
provisatore, and the ready applause and evi- 
dent interest which each fable brings out lead 
him still further into the recesses of his im- 
agination. 

Mr. Whitman has lived very quietly in 
St. Louis, not extending the circle of 
his acquaintance, and, in fact, 
rather avoiding notice. He wants tobe let alone 
and he likes his present careless tife. He likes 
to ‘‘loafe’’ and invite his soul. 

Mr. Whitman aoes not know how long he 
will vet remain in St. Louis, nor has he any 
definite plans. Many of the young men who 
bave been sitting at the feet of Gamaliel will 
regret his departure extremely when he does

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Senator Bayard's Resolution.

The resoluison offered by Senator Bayard, 
to gradually restrict the greenbacks of their 
legai-tender power, has created a most re- 
markable sensation throughout the North in 
general, and in New York particularly. There 
seems to be but one sentiment expressed, 
and that of strong approval. It 
is perfectly true that the majority of 
the Northern people who approve of Senator 


Bayard’s resolution would be glad to see an | 


unrestricted measure adopted toward the 


soon as a greenback note is redeemed. But, 


as such a wise and safe measure seems to be | 


difficult to pass at present, the milder remedy 
as an earnest beginning of atruly sound cur- 
rency, to be obtained through the slower pro- 
cess of Senator Bayard’s resolution, will be 
hailed by the vast population of the North 
with great satisfaction. 

As an ardent and uncompromising Demo- 
erat I may be justified in saying to the South- 
ern and Western Democrats, in whose power 
the success of this resolution is placed, that 
to defeat this measure by Demotratic votes 
would surely crown the edifice of mistakes 
the party has made during the past four 
vears. If New York, Connecticut and 
even New Jersey are considered the pivotal 
States, the only single hope of a re- 
versal of the disasters of thé late fall elections 
is centered in this simple resolution, while a 
stubborn refusal to adopt it would make the 
mere shadow of future success perfectly bope- 
less. This fact is so well known to every I — 
formed man in this State that people wonder 
that the Southern Senators and Representa- 
tives who furnish the Democratic votes iu 
Congress could fail .to see it.

a more radical one, will have to pass sooner 
or later. Good statesmanship has thrown this 
beon unexpectedly into the lap of the Demo- 
cratic party. If they reject it 
they will only make a thorough harikari of an 
already moribund party. If, on the other

of either modern or ancient times. The trial 
and conviction of the Olaimant, as he was 
termed, produced an excitement and turmoil 
unequaled in the annals of England, the agita- 
tion being quite as intense as that 


which attended the trial of the seven Bishops 
in the reign of King James the Second. All 
society in England eight years ago was divided 
into Tichbornites and anti-Tichbornites, or 
those who believed inthe Claimant and those 
who looked upon him as an imposter. The whole 
question hinged upon the identity of the per- 
son now languishing in jail, and the feeling 
A brief recapitulation of 
THIS MODERN JUDICIAL PUZZLE 

will, perhaps, prove both interesting and 
apropos. 

About 1870 a person appeared in London who 
claimed to de Sir Roger Tichborne, 
Baronet, whom all the world 
had long supposed dead, and laid 
claim to the family estates. The owner at that 
time was a minor, and the guardians, after in- 
vestigating the matter, branded the Claim- 
ant“ as an imposter. The Claimant,however, 
found plenty of people who placed credence in 
his statements and supported him in pushing 
hisclaims until the matter came before the 
courts. — 

About 1850 Roger Tichborne, a younger son 
ot the then Baronet,left his tather’s estate and 
went to South America. After remain- 
ing there a few years he 
took passege for Australia in a sailing 
vessel. He was never neard of afterwards, and 
it was supposed the ship foundered at sea, 
ani that all lives were lost. amongst the rest, 
of course, Roger Tichborne. His family and 
relatives considered him as dead, all but his 
mother, who always believed she would see 
her favorite son aguin. Lady Tichborne always 
discredited the report of her son’s death, and 
at last the conviction became so settled in 
her that he was yet in the land of 
the living, but for some 
countable reason conceuling himself, that 
she caused advertisements to be inserted in the 
South American and Australian papers, calling 
upon the wandering son to return home. For 
vears these advertisements remained unno- 
ticed, but at last there came a response which 
gladdened the mother’s heart. The missive 
which-conveyed the tidings that the long lost 
son was found came from Australia, and after 
considerable correspondence the writer him- 
self came to London and then proceeded to 
Paris, where the Dowager Lady Tichborne, as 
she then was, was stopping. He was 
admitted to her chamber, where she was con- 
fined by sickness, and the maternal yearnings 
seemed satisfied. Dowager Lady Tichborne 
clasped the stranger—the son whom she haa 
mourned tornearly twenty years—to herjbreast, 

RECONIZED HIM AS HER SON, 
called him her Roger, and thus the 
‘*Claimant’’ had the strong position that Lady 
Tichborne had recognized him, and what 
mother would not recognize her own child? 

A great change, however, had come over 
the Roger Tichborne of twenty years before. 
When the wanderer quitted his home he was a 
thin, slender young man, but when he retarn- 
ed he was fat, heavy and as immensely corpu- 
lent as the ideal alderman. In fact, he looked 
like atypical English butcher; but his hands 
were small ano aristocratic. 

Lady Tichvorne having recognized the 
Claimant as her son, the latter now laid claim 
to the family estates. His elder 
had died without direct, 
issue, and accordingly Roger 
the younger branch, 
which hud inherited the property, refused to 
yield it up, as it was worth something like 
3150,000 per annum, and then the contest 
commenced. Meanwhile, theajClaimant suffer- 
ed anirreparable loss in the death of Lady 
Tichborne. Of course, if she had lived and 
gone into court and sworn that the Claimant 
was her own son, it would have been a great 
aid to him in establishing his identity. 

The Tichbornes were an old Catholic tamily, 
ana the Catholics were bitter opponents of the 
Claimant, who was a free-thinker and pos 
sessed of few religious scruples. The friends 
ofthe Claimant rallied round him and fur- 
nisned him with funds to prosecute the claim. 
He took up his residence at the Waterloo Hotel, 
St. James street, London, with his wife and 
two children, aud prepared for the legal fight. 
Each side procured a formidable array of the 
best legal talent in “England, and 
the Claimant's suit came trial 
in the spring of 1871 before 
Justice Mellor (we are not certain of the 
Judge’s name). — Ballantyne, whoa

for going to India to defend the Guicowar of 

Baroda against the charges vrought against 
him by the Indian Government, was the lead- 
ing lawyer for the prosecution, while Sir James 
Coleridge und Sir John Hawkins, both ot 
whom now adorn the judicial bench, were op- 
posed to the Claimant. Nearly a score ot other 
eminent barristers were engaged in the trial. 

Arrayed against the Claimant were nearlv 
every member of the Tichborne family and 
their connections, and, of course, all their

The excitement among the people was at 
fever heat when this famous trial commencea, 
and the reports inthe papers were read with 
avidity day by day which increased as the trial 
81 1 — 

The Claimant was put upon the stand and his 
direet examination by Sergeant Ballantyne 
lasted six days. He swore that he was Sir Roger 
Charles Doughty Tichborne, Bart., and detailed 
circuwetances in the past life of that individual 
which, apparently, none but the rightful own- 
er of the name could make. For six long days 
he narrated his story in all its circumstantial 
details. He said that when he left South 
America the vessel in which he satled founder- 
ed in a storm; that he, the mate and six men 
took to a boat, and were picked up by a 
schooner called the Osprey and conveyed to 
Australia. There he assumed the name 
ot De Castre—the patronymic of one of 
his Spanish-American friends—went into 
the interier and never endeavered to cemmua- 
icate with his relatives. There had been un- 
pleasant relations between him and his father 
and, therefore, he led them to believe he was 
desd. Aiter spending some fifteen years thus, 
he by chance saw the advertisement, commun. 
icated with his mother and returned to claim 
his titie and pts 

At tbe close of his 3 direct examination he 
was taken in hand by Sir Jas. Coleridge and 
eee to a searching cross-examination, 
lasting eighteen days. The defense claimed 
that he was in reality Arthur Or- 
ton, the son of a Wappiag butcher. . The 
Claimaut stood the test pretty well. He made 
some egregious blunders; for instance, when 
shown a Latin book he said it was Greek, etc., 
although the rightful Roger had studied both 


languages.

He 
made an elaborate speech—the longest in the 
annals of jurisprndence—which actually lasted 
thirty days, and then summoned his wit- 
nesses. 

The most sensational incident of the trial 
was during the Claimant’s cross-examina- 
tion. In court every day was 
Lady Radcliffe and her husband. 
Lady Radeliffe's maiden name was Kate 
Doughty, and she was a cousin of the real 
Roger. The latter was deeply in Jove with her, 
and it was understood that the opposition to 
their union by the family was the main reason

“Tichborne left England he placed in the hands 


of his father’s steward, a tried and trusty ser- 
vant of the Tichbornes, asealed package, to 
be opened in the case of his death. Coleridge 
questioned the Claimant concerning the con- 
tents of this package, the contents of which, 
of course, none but the genuine Roger coulda 
know. He replied that it referred 
to bis cousin Kate. Cousin Kate, 
now become Lady Radciiffe,was in court au at- 
tentive listener. The Ciaimant was asked to be 
more explicit and give the contents of the 
package. Heretused, saying it contained cer- 
tu in instructions to the steward in case of cer- 
tain eventualities. He was closely pressed to 
give its contents and appealed o tne Coust. At 
last, brought to bay, he said he would tell what 
it was, but that he only did it, as he was flgut - 
ing for his wife and children. He then said that

As the trial was drawing near the 150th day 
the defense effected a coup onthe Claimant. 
witnesses who swore 
that Roger Tichborne had been tattooed on the 
arm, and as the cluimant had no tattoo marks 
he could not be the real Roger. 

This unexpected evidence took the Claimant’s 
counsel by surprise. A consuitation was held, 
when it was agreed to take a non-suit, as that 
seemed the only way out of the dilemma, as they 
had not ＋ 71 this testimony. This was 
done, and the Claimant withdrew his suit. 

But a thunderbolt was about to strike him. 
During the trial the Judge (Mellor, we think) 
had acted most gad really assuming 
the duties 0 an Advocate, and 
showing a strong Dias against the 
Claimant. When the claimant announced 
that he took a non-suit, the Judge then order- 
ed him to be arrested on the charge of perjury. 
This, of course, threw the prosecution ot the 
charge upon the Government. 

Excitement among the — og was now ex- 
treme. The Judge’s partiality had created the 
Claimant new friends, and there was a general 
condemnation otthe court's action in throw- 
ing the prosecution ontheGovernment. The 
Claimant was liberated on bail. A nobleman 
and two members of Parliament went on his 
bond. Every one in England 
took sides. Half of the ts lic 
believed him to. de Sir Reger, an the 
other half believed him to be Arthur Orton. 

The trial of the Claimant for perjury was set 
for the fall following, when Chief Justice Cock- 
burn was to hear the case. The funds of the 
Claimant were all exhausted ,and so subscrip- 
tions were taken up tor him. All through the 
length and breadth of England 

PUBLIC MEETINGS WERE HELD 
which the Claimant attended and addressed, 
and the enthusiasm in his favor was immense. 
Public opinion generally favored him. 
He was considered 1 persecuted 
man. Benefits were gotten up to raise funds 
in his behalt. 

Meanwhile active steps were taken to secure 
more corroborative testimony in nis behalf. 
The weak point in his story—the missing link— 
was the absence of any record of the arrival of 
such a ship as the Osprey in Australia, andthe 
failure to produce any of the seven men who 
the Claimant declared were saved with him 
fromthe wreck. Witnesses were brought from 
Australia and South America, and the prepara- 
tions for the trial went on. Finally it was an- 
nounced that the missing link’’ was found, 
andthat the mate of the foundered vessel, 
who was saved with Roger Tichborne, 
would be produced and testify. Evidence was 
also procured on the tattooing matter, and the 
balance was about so even that the vital point, 
whether Tichborne was tattooed or not, was 
involved ia doubt. 

At last the trial before Chief Justice Cock- 
burn began. Dr. Kinealy, a clever and prom- 
inent barrister, was the attorney tor the Claim- 
ant, while the Government procured the 
services of Sir John Hawkins for the pros- 
ecution, assisted be some dozen other 
legal luminaries. The trial was a long 
and troublous one, lasting nearly a hundred 
days. Kinealy gave the court terrible trouble, 
and conducted the case in- a most turbulent 
manner. Outside the agitation was kept up and 
the popular mind was in aterment. Whallev, the 
eccentric member of Parliament, and another 
gentiemen ot high position were threatened 
by the Judge, witli imprisonment for contempt. 
— apoloyized, but the latter was sent to 

ail. 

Westminster Hall, where the trial was held, 
was densely packed day after day. Tune court 
of justice would not contain the multitude, 
Towardsfour o’clock the vicinity was daily 
thronged by crowds varying from five to 

TEN THOUSAND PERSONS 

enxious to catcha glimpse of the Claimant. 
As soon as the court adjourned for the day the 
Claimant was driven in his carriage to his 
hotel. The crowd yelled and cheered him, 
threw up their hats, and shouts of Bravo, sir 
Roger!“ rent the air. There never had beeu 
suc scenes. The Claimant occupied tue 
public mind to the exclusion of all others. 

At the trial the Government produced a 
brother and sister of the real Arthur Orton, 
who both swore that the Claimant was their 
brother. This evidence, sowever, had little 
effect,as both witnesses had changed sides 
some half dozen times during tbe legal ftizht 
and received money from bot parties. 

At the conslusion ofthe Government's case 
the Clatmant's witnesses were called. Evi- 
denco was given in rebuttal of the tattooing 
marks; witnesses by the dozen of uninpeacha- 
ble integrity swore he was the real Sir Roger, 
when the trump card on his side was played. 

This was the production of Jean Luis, the 
phenomenal witness who was mate of the ship- 
wrecked vessel, and who was oneof those 


vicked up by the Osprey with Roger Tichborne.. 


Luis, a Dane by birth, gave his evidence iu a 
frank, Open manner, that made a most fayor- 
able impression. His direct examination last 
ed three days. He detailed the circumstances 
of the shipwreck andthe escape of himself, 
Roger and the others. He then related 
how he came to London after a long 
absencein America, and that, reading in the 
papers about Tichborne, he concluded it was 
the same man he had known. He went to the 
Claimant’s hotel, found him eonversiag witn 
Mr. Whalley, tne member of Parliament, and 
recognized him immediately. The Claimant 
also recognized him at once and addressed him 
by his name in Spanish, saying, ‘‘Como esta 
Vd Luis?““ Hod are vou, Luis.’’ 

This evidenee was like a bombshell to tne 
Government. It bad noc been at all anticipat- 
ed. For six long days did Hawkins, whose 
special forte was cross-examining and who was 
acknowledged to be the best cross-examiner ot 
the Engliah ber, badger the Danish sailor, but 
in vain. He gave frank answers to everything 
and could be involved in no iction. 
The particulars of his life and wanderings, es- 
peciaily in America, were gone into

Whiie in prison the Claimantfhas steadily re- 
fused to answer to any name but that of Tich- 
borne, and has constantly maintained his as- 
sertion that he was the genuine Sir Roger. 

After bis conviction his friends did not cease 
their efforts. Aconstant agitation was kept 
up. Meetings were neld and the question was 
uppermost in the public mind. Dr. 
Kinealv, the Claimant’s attorney, on 
the wave of the agitation was elected a mem- 
ber of Parliament for tne sole reason of coa- 
tinuing the fight. He introduced several reso- 
jut ions in Parliament concerning the case, but 
they all came to nothing. Frequent efforts 
were also made to get the courts to take action 
and rehear the case, but in vain. In three 
years, however, the agitation on the subjéct 
died out, as there was nothing to keep it 
moving, and for the last few years noth- 
ing hasbeen heard of the Claimant until yes- 
terday’s cablegram. 

Whether the Olaimart is Sir Roger Tichborne 
or whetter he is Arthur Orton will always, in 
the popular mind, remain a doubtful question, 
anito-day, probably, nearly as many persons 
in England believe he is the baronet as there 
are those who believe he is Orton the butcher.

Afghanistan. 
A GLOOMY OUTLOOK. 

LONDON, December 17.—Dispatches reeeived 
from Calcutta givea still darker coloring to 
the cloud which has settied down over the 
British prospects in Atghanistan.- The whole 
country is blazing with revolutionary nres, and 


all the tribes are co-operating under the gen- 


eral war cry of ‘‘Death to the invaders.’’ — 

The influence of Russian emissaries, inciting 

and extending the revolt, is daily becoming 
more manifest, and can no longer be ques- 
tioned. 
“General Roberts’ small but gallant army has 
taken refuge in Shirpar Cantonment, two miles 
north of Cabul, and there are grave doubts 
whether he will be able to even hold his own 
nosition unless he is speedily and strongly re- 
in forced. He now reports the enemy in his 
immediate vicinity, numbering thirty thousand 
fighting men, and he is liable to be attacked at 
any moment by 9 numbers. 
Earnest appeals are made for reinforcements 
from England, 

After a month’s occupation of the country 
the British now only occupy a precurious foot- 
hold in the fortiflcat ons around Cabul, and al- 
together the outlook is very gloomy. 

IE BRITISH STRONGHOLD. 

The Cantonwents ot Shirpur are surrounded 
bv high brick walls and loopholed, with an out- 
ditch. Behind the walls earth-works are 
thrown up, adding to their strength and mak- 
ing a platform for the detenders to fire from. 
At the corners and atintervals along the walls 
are bastionsforthe guns. Against a position 
such as this, held dy five thousand British 
troops with an abundance of artillery and 
munitions of war, therush ofa savage mob 
could do nothing, and their number, however 
large, would add little or nothing to their ag- 
gressive force. 

REINFORCEMETS. 

Troops are now onthe way trom Jellalabad 
and Gandamut. They number two regiments 
ol cavalry, seven regiments of infantry and two 
batteries of artillery. Such a force as this, 
once free trom the defiles, should be able to 
give a good account ofitselfand makeits way 
forward.

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‘THE WHITTIER INQUEST. 


The Father-in-Law of the Deceased Relates 
the Cause of the Trouble. 


Dr. Bently Sherman Whittier died last night 
at 10:15 from the effects of morphine and 
laudanum administered by his own hand with 


suicidal intent some time betweenJmidnight of 
Saturdsy and Sunday morning last. TheCoro- 
ner heid an inquest this morning at No. 618 
St. Charles street. 

The entire story ot the occurrence is given in 
the testimony ot James W. Secrist, father - in- 
law of the dead doctor, who has for years had 
charge of the rooms of Dr. Whittier the elder. 
His statement was as follows. 

Thad known deceased about six years, He 
was my son-in-law. I never knew him to be 
drunk, and never knew him to drink whisky. 
As is well known, there has been trouble be- 
tween him and bis wife, who ismy daughter, 
on account of his treatment of hee. 
The last talkI had with him was on Saturday 
evening, when he said he wanted to go out 
home with me and see Hattie and the children. 
He said that he intended to turn over a new 
leaf, to become a new man, to lead a different 
life, and tobe home every night. He then 
commenced crying and continued crying most 
pititully for about twenty minutes. He went 
out home with me that evening, arriving there 
He wok his wife up 
stairs, and they hada long talk. He wanted 
her to egree to a _ reconciliation, and 
to renew her relations with bim 
from that moment. They talked 
till about 11 o clock, when I went up and ad- 
vised them to make up and be happy: I ad- 
vised them to make it up that ni , and to 
make an @greement, and, on Monday, to go to 
their lawyers’ offices and have the matter taken 
ont of court. He was willing to do 80, but his 
wife, without giving tall consent, agreed to 
meet him at her lawyer's office on Monday or 
Tuesday. He cried, and begged forgive- 
ness, acknowledging all of his wrongs. 
When he started away, he said. Well, 
Hattie, if vou never see me again, remember 
itisn’t your fault, it’s all mine. He came 
down stairs and I said, Well, Bently, I sup- 
pose vou’ve get this arranged for Monday? 
He said yes, and my wife caught him by 
the hand and prayed they would live happy. 
He and she both cried, and he asked fis to for- 
give him, and asked Ged to forgive him. I 
shook bhandg with him, and hesaid: ‘*Father 
give me the’key of your bedroom. I believe i 
will stay in it to- niht. I gave him the key 
and advised him to have courage, and he left, 
seemingty in a cheerful frame ot mind. It was 
then about 12 o'clock Saturday night. At dun- 
day noon I found him in adying condition in 


BIEBUSCH’S BUSINESS. 


‘‘Shoving the Queer’ as a Liveithood—So 
Says Kx-Convict John Hunter, Alias John 
Pemberton, Alias Virgil Creech, or the 
Modern Virgil—To-Day’s Proceedings. 


The examination of witnesses in the trial of 
Fred. Biobusch, who is indicted for passing 
and having counterfeit money in his posses- 
sion, still proves the attractive feature of the 


United States building. 

The proceedings this morning were retarded 
somewhat by the tardiness of one of the jurors 
who are trying the case. The tardy juryinan, 


however, putin an appearance, and the case 
was continued by the examination of two wit- 
nesses. . 

The first witness examined was Detective 
Huthsing, who gave no testimony of any great 
moment. This witness was excused from a 
cross-ezamination, as it is understood that he 
is to appear as One of the witnesses for the de- 
fense, 

The next witness placed upon the stand was 
John Hunter, alias John Pembertion, alias 
Vireil Creech. This witness, by his own con- 
fession, is a convict in the penitentiary, where 
he has served a previous term tor grand 
larceny. His evidence was to the ef- 
fect that he first had the honor 
ot an introduction to Fred. Biebusen 
u hile the two were enjoying the privileges of a 
common cell in the State Penitentiary some five 
years ago. The acquaintance there commenced 
ripened into a business friendship after the 
two were released from the prison. The wit- 
ness testified to numerous transactions in 
which he obtained false coin from Biebusch 
and passed it upon unsuspecting farmers. Dur- 
ing one of these business trips be was arrested, 
and is now in ‘‘durance vile’’ On account of 
this peculiar transaction. 

From witness’ testimony it would appear 


that Biebusch considered the counterfeit coin“ | 


a kind of a goose that laid the golden egg, for 
be kept it in a barrel that had the semblance of 
a nest. 

From the time already occupied in taking the 
testimony for the prosecution, witha number of 
witnesses still to hear trom, and with a number 
to be called for the defense, it becomes a matter 
of difficulty to predict when the present trial 
will be concluded. It will probably not be ter- 
minated before the holidavs. 

The first witness this morning was 

H. W. HUTHSING. 

He has been a detective of St. Louis tor the 
past five years, and was summoned as a wit- 
ness for the detense. He knew Hoosier Bill’’ 
(Bridges), who testificd yesterday, and saw 
himin the fall of 1878, in a saloon on Easton 
avenue, west of Sheridan avenue, on the south 
side of the street. He did not know the number 
Of the saloon. This wasinthe fall of 1878, 
sbortiy atterthe Fair. Witness had business 
with him. Witness saw Biebusch, not with 
Bridges at that time, but at the same place, af- 
terwards. 

Did you see Biebusch with Bridges?’’ 

saw them together at Bosse's saloon. 1 
didn’t hear anything or see anything. 

Did you ever See Biebusch afterwards?’’ 

At one time I saw him very early inthe 
morning, and also at other times. This was in 
the morning. Biebusch was walking on Finney 
avenue. One of the houses I saw him enter 
was where a man by the nameof Thomas 
lived.’’ 

Judge Krum objected to these questions, as 
he stuted that Biebush was not indicted for 
passing counterteit moneyon @ man by the 
name of Thomas. 

The Court sustained the objection.

Court this morning:

In the St. Louis Circuit Court for the Feb- 
ruary term thereof, A. D. 1880. ) 

Now at this day comes the plaintiff, and for 
its cause of action states thut it is a 
corporation and legally organ- 
ized, and acting under and 
by virtue ot the laws of the State of Missouri, 
und nowis and has been for about one year 
last past the owner and proprietor of and is 
now engaged in the publication of a certain 
newspaper called and named the Post-DIs- 
PATCH; that the defendant, the Western Asso- 
ciated Press,is a corporation created, or- 
ganized and acting under an act ot 
the Legislature of the State of 
Michigan entitled An act to provide 
for the incorporation ef associations engaged 
inthe publication of newspapers, periodicals, 
books and other matter,’’ approved March 21, 
1865, and has its chiet office 
in the city of Detroit, in said State; 
tbat the sole object and purpose of the said de- 
fendant’s existence as a corporation was and 
is, as expressed by and in its articles of associ- 
ation, filed in pursuance of the above act, to 
procure intelligence for the newspaper press 
from all parts of the world, by telegraph, ex- 
press, mail or otherwise, and 
to accomplish which under the regula- 
tions Ot its by-luws isthe extent of its power 
and authority; that it is provided by said act 
that proprietors and owners of newspapers and 
publishers of periodicals, and none others, 
may become members of said Western Asso- 
ciated Press and stockholders therein. 

Plaintiff alleges that after the organization of 
said Western Associated Press and after a large 
number ot owners and proprietors of newspa- 
pers and publishers ot periodicals had 
become members thereot according 
to law, the said members made, enacted and 
passed, as they had the legal authortty to do 
under the terms of said act and their articles of 
association, certain by-laws and rules 
touching and governing the admission of 
members to said incorporation and §the 
terms and conditions upon which said mem- 
Lersbip should continue or might be termin- 
ated, among which were the following by-laws, 
to-wit: 

13. Each newspaper belonging to this asso- 
ciation shall be entitled to hold one share ot 
stock and no more, and each share shall be en- 
titled to one vote, which may be cast in person 
or by proxy.

Plaintiff saysthat after 
the enactment by said Western Associated 
Press of said by-laws there was issued by said 
Western Associated Press a certificate of mem- 
bership in said Westerh Associated Press 
tothe Dispatch Company, a corporation ex- 
isting under the laws of the State of Missouri, 
and then and there owning and publishing a 
newspaper called the St. Louis Dispatch, in 
the city of St. Louis and said 
State; the said Dispatch Company 
being then and there authorized 
by said act of the Legislature of Michigan and 
suid articles of association of the Western As 
sociated Press to become a member of said 
Western Associated Press and to receive and 
hold a certificate of membership tbere- 
in with all privileges thereto 
appertaining; that, after the said Dispatch 
Company became the holder of said certificate 
above set forth, it became largely involved in 
debt and insolvent; that, being soin debt and

His advertisement appears 
in the Glove-Democrat every day as follows: 

JERSONAL—Dr. Smith treats females only: if in 

trouble call or write, 10254 Franklin avenue, 
— boarding during continement; established 

859. 

His reputation with the police, it is said, ha; 
been established fully as long. 

The circumstances bringing about his arrest 
are briefly as tollows: 

On Monday evening Dr. Feehan, an eminent 
physician, was callea to No. 2217 Olive atreet, 
where he delivered Ellen Singer, a servant in 
the house, of a four months’ totus. The labor 
had been brought on by the death of the in 
fant, caused by the use of instruments in an 
attempted abortion. ‘The woman was suffer- 
ing greatly, and Dr. Feehan, after ordering 
her removal to the Female Hospital, 
informed the Coroner of the matter. 
together with the information that the 
girlhad given the nome ot Dr.“ Chas. A. 
Smith as the perpetrator of the crime which 
hed destroyed a young life. Coréner Auler 
consulted the Chief of Police, and Detective 
Eggs wassent to arrest Smith. This he a:com- 
plished at S o’clock yesterday morning, and 
the prisoner was brought quietly to the Four 
Courts and held there until 2 o’clock, when he 
was taken out to the Female Hospital and made 
au party to the inqueston the totus, whith 
had been taken out to that institution. 

The principal witness was the mother. 

She told with simple pathos the story of her 
downfall, and ber shume when the conse- 
quence ot it became apparent. She saw te 
udveiticementof Dr. Smith and went to his 
office. He demanded a fee of $15. She did 
not tavethe money with her, but returned 
with the amount onthe llth day ot the present 
month, when he performed the operation. She 
then went home und her sufferings commenc- 
ed, with the result as stated on Monday night. 
The inquest was not concluded until seven 
o’clock last evening, when the Coroner remand 
ed Smith to arrest.
